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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, (US Patent 6,061,740 to Ferguson) teaches a centralized 
management of heterogenous networks and changes made to one set of objects can be detected 
and modified to be reflected on the other set of objects. The prior art of record, (US Patent 
6,385,618 to Ng et al), teaches an object-relational mapping tool that creates a new data structure 
from a schema and compares the old data structure to the new one to isolate changes, update the 
object model and then creating a new source code from the object model. The prior art of record, 
(US Patent 6,021,331 to Cooper et al), teaches a method for controlling telecommunications 
system when an operation is applied to an object model in a client station, it is maintained in a 
cache so that all operations are reversible. The operation comprises an address identifying the 
destination of the object, a before state of the object, an after state of the object, and a flag. 
However, the prior arts of record taken alone or in combination fail to teach, anticipate, suggest, 
or render obvious the claimed invention. The prior art of record, (US Patent 6,446,075 to 
Velasco), teaches generating mapping rule between first and second databases to automatically 
update changes made to one to be reflected to the other. The prior art of record, (US Patent 
6,438,563 to Kawagoe), teaches a network management system that enables synchronization by 
managing a stored management information and database information. The database 
synchronizing system provides recovery or restoration of data. However, this prior art fails to 
teach the step of comparing the converted version of the first security descriptor that follows the 
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second security specification with the second security descriptor and comparing the converted 
version of the second security descriptor that follows the first security descriptor specification 
with the first security descriptor. The prior art of record, (US Patent Publication US 
2002/0156798 to LaRue et al), teaches synchronizing two datasets using a version to synchronize 
the second dataset, but fails to teach comparing the converted version of the first security 
descriptor that follows the second security specification with the second security descriptor and 
comparing the converted version of the second security descriptor that follows the first security 
descriptor specification with the first security descriptor. 

The step of comparing the converted version of the first security descriptor that follows 
the second security specification with the second security descriptor and comparing the 
converted version of the second security descriptor that follows the first security descriptor 
specification with the first security descriptor are not anticipated nor render obvious by the prior 
arts of record. The step of changing a second security descriptor to reflect at least one security 
permission change as represented in a converted version of a first security descriptor undoing the 
a least one security permission change in the second security descriptor and changing the first 
security descriptor to reflect the undone permission change as represented in a converted version 
of the second security descriptor are not anticipated nor render obvious by the prior arts of 
record. Consequently, claim 1 is allowed over the prior art of records. 

Independent claims 8, 13, 20, and 25 also recite at least the step of comparing as 
discussed above. Consequently, claims 8, 13, 20, and 25 are allowed over the prior art of 
records. 
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Claims 2-7, 9-12, 14-19, and 21-24 are directly or indirectly dependent upon independent 
claims 1,8, 13, 20, and 25 and therefore are also allowable over the prior arts of record
